very busy individuals and the n a tu re 
of their work made it quite difficult 
for them to m ake a r r a n g e m e n t s to 
spend time a tt endin g meetings, con­ 
ventions and the like. 
“T h e re has also grown up a tradition 
that made physicians feel that their 
charitab le work was in individual in­ 
terest between them selves and their 
patien ts arid that it was scar ce ly eth i­ 
cal for them to discuss the subject in 
a broad, im personal way. However, the 
great mass of physicians of today are 
looking upon the situation from a dif­ 
ferent angle. 
The y realize that it is 
their function and their duty to pa rtici­ 
pate in all these studies both because 
they have to learn in the problem s of 
public charity and because they believe 
that th e re a re certain phases of the 
subject concerning which they have a 
more trained and personal knowledge 
th an any oth er g ro u p of individuals.” 
Dr. L e h m a n said that it is the belief 
or" the medical profession th a t changes 
are an essential part of life and that 
undoubtedly medical practice and m e d ­ 
ical pro cedure must and should within 
ce rtain limits, mar ch along with the
